Train the Soldiers 
at Home 


A new policy announced by 
Major General Sir Sam Hughes, 
Minister of Militia, is designed to 
encourage recruiting in the smaller 
towns and cities. 

For the winter the men from each 
community will be billeted in that 
community. In villages and small 
centres if twenty or more men enlist 
they will be trained or billeted an 
their own home town throughout 
the winter. In towus of over 1000 
50 men will have to enlist to get 
this privilege, and so on according 
to population. 

We do not know whether this 
policy will be retreactive or not. 
Strathmore has supplied over one 
hundred men in all since the war 
started, Many of these are already 
in France or at Shorncliffe. The 
remainder are at Calgary. 

It is probable that it will only 
apply to men enlisted since the 
order went into effect. Fven in 
that case it should not be difficult 
for Strathmore to enlist the number 
of men required, so that they could 
be drilled at home. It should not 
be difficult to enlist twenty more 
men from here, There are a con- 
siderable number thinking of enlist- 
ing at present, and if they spent the 
winter in Strathmore, it would be 
of advantage to them and the 
community also, 


Three Horses Sold THREE BRITISHERS- 


\ party of horse } buyers for the 
British Government Remount 
Commission visited Strathmore on 
Tuesday last. The party consisted 
of Captain M. Chaplin, C. Dart, 
and W. A. Schultz, Over 100 head 
ot horses were brought in” for 
inspection, Nearly all of them 
were good horses and conformed to 
the requirements set forth in the 
bills advertising the visit, but only 
three were bought, 

One man who brought in twenty 
head of good horses did not manage 
to sell one, and when he asked the 
reason why they were not bought 
he was told that the wording of the 
bills was wrong and that the horses 
were not the kind wanted. 

The same policy seems to be 
pursued at all the points visited. 
Very few horses are being bought, 
and the farmers are put to alot of 
expense and loss of time for prac- 
tically no return. Even at Calgary 
the Commissioners bought very 
few horses, 

Taking the report of the investi- 
gating committee on the purchase 
ot horses in the Eastern Provinces, 
which found that horses with all 
kinds of defects were picked up at 
fancy prices, it would seem as if 
the West, with first class horses, is 
not being givena fairshow. There 
is no country in the world with a 
better line of horseflesh than Alberta 
and yet it would seem as if the 
Province is being passed over in 
tavor of the United States and the 
Eastern Provinces,

Ata meeting of the Strathmore 
Town Couccil held last Tuesday, 
the members spent some consider- 
able time discussing whether they 
should Jet the School Board have 
one of the shacks on a lot in town 
that has reverted to the Town for 
taxes.

The other matter which occupied 
the Council for the remainder of the 
evening was the advisability of hav- 
ing the Town Constable impound 
cattle running at large. It appears 
that the Constable had mentioned 
to a certain individual, whose name 
was not divulged, that his cattle 
were the cause of complaint to 
some ratepayer, and this individual 
had retorted that the Constable 
could go right ahead and impound 
the cattle and he would prove be- 
fore a court that the town by-law 
was illegal, and would collect 
damage for unlawtyl impoundment. 

The Council decided to have the 
Constable enforce the by-law, and 
the Mayor gave a moving recital of 
how when going to church scme- 
times he had removed accumula- 
tions left on the sidewalks by cattle, 
employing his pedal extremities for 
that purpose. 

It was decided to have the park 
levelled and plowed in readiness for 
sowing grass seed next spring as 
soon as the present oat crop could 
be removed.

Canadian, trtenmen on and Scot Fought 

to a Finish With Twice Num- 

ber of Huns 

The following incidents weve re- 
lated by Private J. E. MacRae, of the 
78th Seaforth Highlanders, to Corporal 
E. 8S. Mitchell, Royal Moatreai Rezi 
ment, who were both wounded and 
taken to Gardenhurst Hospita', Bex- 
ley, England 

“This incident shows hew three 
Britishers were more than match 
for six Germans, and how a Canadian 
accounted for four of them, though 
badly wounded before he accounted 
for the last two. On this o casioa 
three men, all suffering more or less 
from gis poisoning, a 78th Scaforth 
Highlander, MacRae, a 16th Battalion 
Canadian Scottish, and a Dublin Fust- 
lier, got away from their respect.ve 
regiments, an! about dusk were try- 
ing to find their regiments. Without 
any warning they stumbled into a@ 
small party of 8 x Germans entrench- 
ed.

By this time the two Jocks 
were weak from loss of blood, but 
bandaging each oller Up as best they 
could, they stumbled and staggered 
to the dressing sition near St. Jean. 
The doctor in charge here told them 
they had better get ou larther as the 
station was beiug shelled. They had 
only gone a few huudrcd yaids when 
a sbell burst inside the station, blow 
ing the doctor and wounded to bits, 
They finally managed to get to Ypres, 
but as all the dressing stations had 
so many bad cases to attend to, they 
had to go withovt being dre ssed, They 
got into an ambulance starting for 
Poperinghe. As they were going 
through Ypres an ambulance just In 
front of them, full of wounded, was 
hit by a shell and blown to bits. The

DERIVATION OF WAR TERMS 


British Have Only One item to Their 
Credit 


With the oxception of the shrapnel, 
named after its inventor, an English 
colonel, there are very few war terms 
which have a British origin. Sword, 
musket, grenadier, dragoon are all 
alien terms. “Grenadier” 1s of Ger- 
man birth, and orginally war “grana- 
tier,” the force owing their name to 
the hand-grenades with which they 
were armed. 

The word “musket” has an Italian 
derivation—"moschetto,” which was 
really a species of small sparrow- 
hawk. In ancient times and in the 
middle ages the name musket was 
used to designate a small mortar 
which threw arrows. 

When gunpowder was invented a 
small cannon was baptized “musket,” 
and later the rifle of the ordinary in 
fantryman earned the name, while the 
whole unit. was called “musketeers.” 

Both “dragoon” and “cuilrassier” 
come from the French. The dragoons 
had a dragoon painted on their 
shields, and the cuirassiers carried a 
breast protector made of copper—in 
French “cuivre.”

The Horse Breeders 
Opportunity 


Just how great havoc the present 
war is playing with the world’s sup- 
ply of horses can hardly be estima- 
ted, While motor vehicles are be- 
ing used to an extent never known 
before the magnitude of the conflict 
is calling for sacrifices of horses 
that must affect the supply for many 
years to come, Records of previ- 
ous wars show that 100 horses are 
required for every 300 men in an 
army, and that at least 4o per cent 
of the war-drafted horses have to 
be replaced when the struggle is 
over. Ifthis percentage of horses 
is being used in the preseat war, the 
aggregate shortage must run into 
millions. A prominent agricultural 
paper asserts that for five years af- 
ter the war France, Germany, Hol- 
land, Austria, Belgium, and Eng- 
land will have to import horses in 
large quantities, 

With this demand in prospect, it 
is hardly necessary to point out to 
the horse-breeder where his oppor- 
tunity lies at the present moment. 
Any one at all familiar with the
